Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
<cf  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled , That 
the  provision  of  the  second  section  of  the 
act,  entitled  “ An  act  to  provide  for  de- 
signating, surveying,  and  granting,  the 
military  bounty  lands,”  passed  on  the 
sixth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twelve,  which  limits  the 
time  within  which  persons  entitled  to  mi- 
litary bounty  lands  shall  make  their  ap- 
plication for  a land  warrant,  to  five  years, 
from  and  after  such  person  shall  become 
entitled  thereto,  shall  not  be  construed  to 
apply  to,  affect,  or  bar  any  application 
for  a military  land  warrant,  which  may  be 
made  by  the  heirs  and  representatives  of 
a deceased  person  who  was  entitled  there- 
to, by  services  performed  in  the  late  war, 
on  application  by  the  heirs  and  represen- 
tatives of  any  non-commissioned  officer 
or  soldier,  killed  in  action,  or  who  died 
in  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States, 
entitled  by  existing  laws  to  a bounty  in 
lands;  but  to;  heirs  and  representatives 
of  such  persons  shall  be  allowed  to  make 
their  applications  therefor  at  any  time 
before  the  first  day  ot  May,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty  ; any  act  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.

THE  INDIAN  WAR. 

From  the  Georgia  Journal,  .Hay  12. 
Extracts  of  a tetter  from  general  Glasscock, 
commanding  the  detachment  of  Georgia  mi- 
litia,  lately  in  service,  to  the  editors  of  this 
paper,  dated 

“ IliUTFonn,  May  2,  1818. 

“ I am  happy  to  inform  you,  that  my 
command  has  safely  arrived  at  this  place, 
having  encountered  difficulties  almost 
insurmountable.  The  object  of  the  ex- 
pedition being  accomplished,  we  were 
permitted  to  return  via  Mickasukie — 
having  no  meat  on  hand,  it  was  all  impor- 
tant to  make  a forced  match  to  Fort 
Early ; the  men  were  called  upon  to 
know  whether  they  were  willing  to  risk 
themselves  upon  what  corn  they  had, 
which  amounted  to  about  six  days’  ra- 
tions ; it  was  determined  that  they  were. 
We,  therefore,  on  the  20th  of  April, took 
up  the  line  of  March,  and  on  arriving  at 
Mickasukie,  a number  of  our  men  were 
almost  worn  out  with  fatigue  and  hun- 
ger. Providence,  it  appeared,  smiled 
upon  us  ; our  pilot,  who  was  an  Indian, 
observing  a small  trail,  pursued  it  for 
some  distance,  and  arrived  at  a hut 
which  had  not  been-  discovered  on  our 
advance.  It  contained  fifty  or  sixty  bush- 
els of  corn ; every  countenance  which 
had,  but  a few  moments  before,  been 
marked  with  despair,  was  completely 
brightened  ; a spirit  of  animation  flashed 
throughout  the  line  ; but  it  proved  only 
temporary,  for  when  arriving  near  the 
ferry,  opposite  Chehaw,  where  we  ex- 
pected a plentiful  supply  of  beef,  infor- 
mation reached  us  that  the  Chehaw  village 
was  destroyed,  and  that  it  could  not  be 
procured.  Never  were  my  feelings 
more  shocked  than  on  the  receipt  of  this! 
news.  My  adjutant,  major  Robinson,  who) 
was  in  our  advance  with  a small  detach- 
ment of  men  for  the  purpose  of  supply- 
ing provisions,  sent  a runner  to  get  the 
Indians,  who  from  fear  were  lying  out, 
to  come  in,  assuring  them  they  would 
receive  protection.  Five  of  them  were 
prevailed  upon  to  do  so,  and,  on  my  ar- 
rival at  the  river,  I found  them  there, j 
and  obtained  from  them  twenly-lourhead 
ot  cattle,  but  for  which  many  of  my  com- 
mand would  not  have  been  able  to  reach 
Fort  Early  under  four  or  five  days,  hav- 
ing suffered  so  materially  from  hunger. 

To  say  more  to  you  than  I have  alrea- 
dy on  the  subject  of  the  friendship  of  the 
Indians  in  the  Chehaw  town,  appears  to 
be  almost  useless.  If  ever  there  was  a 
transaction  calculated  to  blast  the  repu- 
tation of  the  state,  and  throw  a shade  of 
censure  on  an  officer,  it  is  the  destruc- 
tion of  that  town,  amt  flic  circumstance;: 
relating  thereto.  I have  had  an  inter- 
view with  the  officer  commanding  Fort 
Early  (captain  Bothwcll,)  and  his  licut. 
Mr.  Jones,  who  was  present  at  the  mas 
sacrc,  as  well  as  with  some  of  the  Indi- 
ans, and,  from  what  comes  within  my| 
own  knowledge,  I have  no  hesitation  in! 
saying  it  is  an  unwarrantable  act. — ! 
What,  permit  me  to  ask,  must  be  the 
feeling  of  every  individual  when  inform-' 
ed,  tiiat  in  passing  through  that  town,  we 
not  only  obtained  a large  quantity  of  sup-: 
plies  for  the  use  of  the  army,  but  had  to' 
leave  some  of.oursick  under  the  protec-; 
tion  of  those  very  people;  and  that  forty! 
out  of  about  eighty  of  that  particular 
town  were  regularly  mustered  in  -the 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  have 
been  and  were  rendering  important  ser- 
vices at  the  time  their  property  was  des- 
troyed, and  in  all  probability  some  of 
their  nearest  relations  murdered.  In  fact, 
it  has  been  represented,  from  a Source 
which  admits  of  no  doubt,  that  one  of 
the  Indians  from  Fort  Scott,  who  was  on 
a furlough,  was  killed  in  the  affray  ; inaj. 
Howard,  an  Indian  whose  fidelity  has  lie- 

vfr  n’-f.'ij  fliHlbted — an  Indian  whrr  in  the 

most  hazardous  time  accompanied  Mai. 
W >■  Award  to  Fort  Gaines;  he,  even  af- 
ter t ; firing  and  murder  commenced,' 
cons  ions  of  his  friendship,  stepped  j 
from  within  his  doors,  in  front  of  the  I 
line,  with  the  flag  of  friendship;  it  was  not 
respected;  a general  fire  was  made;  be 
fell  and  was  bayoneted.  If  such  acts  as 
these  be  tolerated,  security  can  never  be 
given  to  our  frontiers,  unless  there  be  a 
general  extermination.  Already  has  the: 
life  of  one  man  been  forfeited.  Three  j 
men  who  were  left  at  Fort  Scott  sick,' 
obtained  a furlough,  and  not  being  appriz- 1 
cd  of  the  destruction  of  the  toy.-n,  pas-j 
sed  through  the  place.  On  arriving  at! 
the  river,  one  of  them,  in  obtaining  a ca-i 
noe  for  the  purpose  of  crossing,  was  kil-| 
led;  the  other  two  immediately  return  j 
ed  ; one  of  th  m only  has  arrived — it  is' 
apprehended  the  other  is  lost,  Qn  mv 


arrival  at  Foi  l Early,  finding  that  no  ex- 
press had  been  sent  on,  I immediately- 
procured  one  and  have  sent  it  to  Fort 
Scott,  apprizing  the  commanding  officer 
of  that  post  of  the  circumstances,  and 
guarding  him  against  suffering  his  men 
to  come  off  in  such  parties ; an  express 
lias  also  been  sent  on  to  Gen.  Jackson  and 
Gen.  Gaines.” 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Agent  (Gen. 
Mitchell)  to  convene  tlve  Creek  Indians 
without  delay,  and  give  them  a talk  rela- 
tive to  the  attack  on  the  Chehaw  village. 
He  hopes,  by  offering  a suitable  recom- 
pense for  the  property  destroyed,  to  be 
able  to  satisfy  them,  and  thus  prevent 
them  from  taking  revenge  on  innocent 
persons. 

From  all  that  has  come  to  our  know- 
ledge respecting  the  attack  on  the  C lie- 
haws,  we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying, 
that  the  officer  who  commanded  the  ex- 
pedition should  be  forthwith  tried  by  a 
military  tribunal — propriety,  justice  to 
the  character  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the 
reputation  of  the  officer,  call  for  the  in- 
vestigation. — 

DESTRUCTION  OF  THE  CHE- 
HAW  VILLAGE. 

From  the  .Hilledgeville  Hr /lector. 

Mr.  Pearre  has  politely,  favored  us 
with  the  following  account  of  the  des- 
truction of  the  Chehaw  village — “On  the 
28th,  we  reached  Jimmy’s  town,  a part 
of  the  old  Chehaw  village;  and  here  wc 
were  informed  of  one  of  the  meat  infa- 
mous outrages  that  ever  disgraced  the 
human  form.  It  would  even  give 
darker  shade  to  the  blackest  deeds  of  an 
Algerine  pirate.  On  our  near  approach 
to  the  village  we  saw  a party  of  mounted 
warriors  retiring  very  fast  into  the  swamp, 
and  sent  on  our  pilot  ahead  to  inform 
them  we  were  friends,  and  would  not  in- 
jure them.  He  did  not  succeed  in  over- 
taking them,  but  found  another  party  at 
the  landing,  who  had  conic  in  for  provi- 
sions. When  we  approached,  they  ap- 
peared friendly,  but  very  much  alarm- 
ed.— We  enquired  for  provisions,  hav- 
ing none  among  us,  and  were  told  that 
they  had  none.  They  informed  us,  that 
their  town  had  been  attacked  and  des- 
troyed : that  their  warriors  were  lying 
out,  and  that  they  had  only  come  to  get 
something  to  eat.  Wc  were  struck  with 
astonishment  at  the  fact;  but  could  get 
no  information  of  the  cause,  or  of  the  au- 
thors of  this  base  transaction.  All  we 
could  learn  was,  that  a party  of  mounted 
men  had  entered  their  town  with  a white 
flag,  and  fired  on  them,  while  the  hand 
of  friendship  was  extended  to  them  ; that 
they  had  killed  old  Howard  with  six  o- 
ther  men,  and  three  females,  an  old  wo- 
man, a girl  and  a-  child  : that  they  had 
burnt  all  their  houses,  plundered  every 
thing  they  could  lay  their  hands  on,  and 
made  a precipitate  retreat.  Of  the  cause 
they  were  as  ignorant  as  we  were.  They 
expressed  no  sentiment  of  hostility,  but 
relied  on  the  justice  of  our  government 
for  reparation,  and  seemed  to  think  it 
would  be  amicably  settled,  and  here  I 
hope  government  will  not  disappoint 
them.  We  informed  them  we  were  con- 
fident government  could  not  have  autho- 
rised the  measure,  and  that  the  com- 
manding general  was  entirely  unappriz- 
ed of  it;  that  general  Glasscock,  at  the 
head  of  the  Georgia  Militia,  was  in  their 
neighborhood,  and  would  afford  them 
protection,  and  that  they  might  safely 
call  in  their  warriors,  old  men,  women 
and  children,  which  they  did.  On  our 
arrival  at  Fort  Early  we  were  informed 
of  the  facts.  A Mr.  Wright,  who  was 
elected  in  Savannah,  to  command  a com- 
pany of  militia  from  that  place,  which 
afterwards,  in  consequence  of  his  being 
sick 'and  unable  to  command,  elected  the 
first  lieutenant  to  command  the  compa- 
ny, who  was  regularly  mustered  into 
service  as  the  captain  of  that  company, 
and  is  now  in  command  of  the  company- 
in  the  United  States’  service — lie 
(Wright)  came  to  Hartford,  reported 
himself  as  a captaininthe  service, assum- 
ed the  command  of  some  Cavalry  and 
infantry,  ordered  out  for  the  protection 
of  the  frontier,  obtained  permission  of 
the  governor  of  this  State,  to  burn  Phc- 
melie’s  and  Hoponie’s  town,  which  gen- 
ral  Jackson  had  passed  by,  and  permit- 
ted to  stand,  and  with  this  command 
wanted  to  immortalize  his  name,  (in 
which  I fear  he  has  too  fatally  succeeded) 
went  on  disregarding  orders,  permission 
and  instructions— left  Phelemie’s  town 
to  his  left  on  the  river — stopt  -ten  miles 
short  of  Hoponie’s,  and  'commenced  a 
most  wanton  and  unprovoked  attac  k on  the 
old  men,  women  and  children  of  a town, 
the  friendship  of  whose  inhabitants  to 
the  people  of  the  United  . States  had  ne- 
ver been  doubted  since  the  revolution, 
and  whose  warrior:,  with  the  exception 
of  a few  who  were  out  hunting,  followed 
Jackson  to  the  field,  to  chastise  the  ene- 
mies of  our  country,  who  liberally  shar- 
ed io  the  fatigues  and  privations  of  the 
campaign,  ami  were  actually  engaged  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  when 
this  hand,  more  barbarous  than  the  sav- 
age Indians,  were  firing  on  their  moth- 
ers, their  wives  and  their  children,  who 
were  remaining  at  their  homes  secure  in 
protection  from  the  whites,  and  partici- 
pating no  solicitude,  only  for  the  return 
of  their  sons,  their  husbands,  and  their 
brothers,  and  anticipating  the  happiness 
which  that  event  would  bring  with  it : 
and  while  their  old  chief,  whose  silvery 
head  and  tottering  limbs  might  have  be- 
gotten pity,  even  in  the  most  savage  beast 
of  the  forest,  and  whose  services  to  the 
country  should  have  procured  the  good 
will  of  all,  stood  exposed  to  the  lire  of  a 
■whole  battalion,  with  the  flag  of  peace 
extended,  begging  mercy,  and  making 
the  most  solemn  asseverations, «of  his 
peaceable  intentions,  and  that  he  wished 
no  war.  Even  after  he  had  fallen  on  his 
knees,  he  held  the  flag  extended,  and  beg- 
ged for  mercy — 'out  inhumanity  stopped 
not  here — he  was  again  fired  at,  and,  af- 
ter they  murdered  him,  the  ornaments 
were  torn  from  h'13  ears.” 


General  Jackson,  it  is.said,  lias  nolifi 
ed  the  governor  of  Pensacola  of  his  wis' 
to  transport  to  the  head  of  the  Bay  of 
Escambia,  a supply  of  provisions  for  the 
American  tv<  ops  in  that  quarter;  anti 
that  he  shall  regard  his  refusal  as  an  act 
hostility.  Georgia  Journal. 

Milledgbville,  May  5. 

In  our  last  paper,  we  briefly  noticed 
the  issue  qf  the  late  expedition  against 
the  Chehaw  Indians.  Since  then,  the 
official  account  qf  that  affair  has  been  re- 
ceived, and  will  be  found  below.  Res- 
pecting the  policy  of  ibis  expedition 
there  are  various  opinions  ; and  with  re- 
gard to  its  tragical  result,  many  contra 
dittory  statements.  It  is  asserted,  and 
so  far  as  we  have  heard  it  expressed, 
public  opinion  favors  the  belief,  that  the 
town  destroyed  was  friendly  ; and  some 
of  its  warriors  ate  stated  to  be  now  with 
the  army  under  general  Jackson.  On 
all  subjects,  but  more  partidklarly  on 
one  which  has  excited  much  interest  and 
feeling  through  the  country,  it  is  opr 
duty,  as  faithful  purveyors  of  intelli- 
gence, to  collect  facie,  so  far  as  we  art- 
able,  and  lay  them  before  the  public. 
With  that  view,  the  annexed  documents 
are  inserted;  and  we  shall  cheerfully 
give  a place  to  any  other  statement,  cal- 
culated to  shed  light  on  an  occurrence 
involved  in  great  doubt  and  uncertainty. 

We  are  authorized  to  state,  that  the 
executive  has  been  long  since  convinced, 
by  information  derived  from  respectable 
sources,  of  the  hostile  disposition  of  the 
Indians,  living  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Fort  Early,  on  the, Flint  river — particu- 
larly those  under  the  influence  of  the 
Chiefs  Felcmtna  and  Ilo/iauna.  To  qui- 
et the. apprehensions  of  the  frontier,  anil 
prevent  depredations  in  future,  captain 
Wright  of  the  militia  stationed  at  Hart- 
ford, with  such  volunteers'  as  lie  could 
assemble,  was  directed  to  chastise  the 
towns  above  named.  U nfortunately,  the 
detachment,  it  is  believed,  was  misled,  ei- 
ther by  the  ignorance  or  design  of  the 
guides,  and  fell  on  the- old  Ch'chaw  town. 
(supposed  to  be  friendly)  which  was  laid 
in  ashes,  and  many  of  its  wretched  in- 
habitants put  to  death. — Journal. 


U.ihtioup,  (c.)  arhil  25,  1818. 

His  F.xcellency  Governor  Hr  own. 

Sin— ! have  the  honor  to  inform  you,  that 
agreeably  to  your  orders.  I took  up  tbe  line 
ot  march  from  this  place  on  the  Cist  instant, 
with  captain  Robinson’s  and  Rogers’ compa- 
nies of  mounted  gun-men,  captain  Dean’s  and 
C hild’s  infantry,  together  with  two  detach- 
ments under  lieutenants  Cooper  and  Jones, 
capt.  Thomason  as  adjutant,  in  all  about  2 70 
effective' men. 

On  the  night  of  the  22d,I  crossed  Flint  riv- 
er, and  at  day  break  advanced  with  caution  a- 
gninst  the  Chehaw  town.  The  advanced  guard, 
when  within  half  a mile  of  the  town,  took  an 
Indian  prisoner,  who  was  attending  a trove  of 
cattle,  and  on  examination  found  someof  them 
to  be  the  property  of  a Mr.  M ‘Dully,  who 
was  present,  of  Telfair  county. 

The  town  was  attacked  between  11  and  12 
o’clock,  with  positive  orders  not  to  injure  the 
women  or  children,  and  in  the  course  of  two 
hours  the  whole  was  in  flames ; tiler  made 
some  little  resistance,  but  to  no  purpose. 

From  the  most  accurate  accounts,  24  wai- 
riors  were  killed,  and  owing  to  the  doors  of; 
some  of  the  houses  being  inaccessible  to  our 
men,  and  numbers  of  guns  being  fired  at  us 
through  the  crevices,  they  were  set  on  fire ; 
in  consequence  of  which,  numbers  were  burnt 
to  death  in  the  houses;  in  all  probability  from 
40  to  50  was  their  total  loss  ; some  considera- 
ble number  of  warriors  made  their  escape,  by 
taking  to  a thick  swamp  ; a very  hu  ge  parcel 
;of  powder,  found  in  the  town,  was  destroyed. 
It  is  supposed  thier  chief  is  auiong  the  slain. 
The  town  is  laid  completely  desolate,  without 
I the  loss  of  a single  man.  We  crossed  the  Flint 
to  Fort  Early  the  same  evening,  making  aepm- 
pletc  march  of  ol  miles  (exclusive  of  destroy- 
ing the  town)  in  24  hours. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  on 
this  occasion  (as  well  as  on  aii  others ) was 
highly  characteristic  of  the  patriotism  and 
bravery  of  the  Georgians  iii  general.

Sm — On  my  route  to  Telfair  and  back,  im- 
mediately on  the  frontier,  1 took  much  pains 
to  ascertain  tbe  disposition  of  111?  towns  below 
Chehaw,  and,  from  a variety  of  corroborating 
facts,  1 have  no  di  ubt  but  that  a majority  of 
their  warriors  are  hostile,  and  have  done  most  \ 
of  tbe  mischief  on  our  borders.  A part,  if  not  j 
all,  of  the  Chehaw  towns  are  also  hostile ; | 
some  were  painted,  and  the  cattle  of  different' 
citizens  found  there,  which  had  been  driven 
off  by  the  Indians.  The  recent  occurrence 
there  puts  their  disposition  out  of  the  ques- 
tion— there  can  he  no  doubt  but  they  will  do 
us  all  the  injury  they  can.  us  an  individual, 
therefore,  1 feel  desirous  that  ample  means 
should  he  placed  in  captain  \ right’s,  orso  ne 
other  officer’s  hands,  to  fight  and  beat  the  In- 
dians below  Chehaw,  and  destrqy  their  towns. 
In  haste,  from  the  J tench.

As  an  officer  commanding  a volun- 
teer corps  on  that  occasion,  I feel  it  my  dutyj 
to  state,  that  when  the  arinv,  appeared  within 
half  a mile  <>."  the  town,  we  found  an  Indian  ) 
herding  cattle,  the  most  of  which  appeared  to  • 
he  white  people’s  marks  and  brand i A Mr.  I 
M'Dufiee,  of  I'elfair,  attached  to  my  corps, ! 
swore  to  one  cow  as  the  property  of  his  fa-: 
tlicr,  and  taken  away  from  near  where  the  late 
depredation  on  the  frontier  of  Telfair  a a,  com- 
mitted. We  found  in  the  town  a rifle  gull, 
known  to-be  the  one  taken  away  from  a man 
by  the  name  of  Burch,  who  fell  in  the  before- 
mentioned  skirmish.  When  we  determined 
to  attack  the  town,  positive  orders  were  given 
to  snare  the  women  and  children,  and  all  such 
us  claimed  pro-'-ctiop  ; which  was  strictly  en- 
forced by  the  officers,  as  far  as  practicable,  or 
came  within  mv  observation.  Mv  troop  was  di-! 
rocted  to  advance  on  the  right  of  the  to  wn,  which 
was  done  speedily.  On  our  approach,  and  bo- ; 
fore  a man  of  my  company  tired  a gun,  the  In- 
dians, fro-na  sink  orca-e  near  the  path  we  were 
in,  fired  apparently  12  or  1 5 gnus  at  my  men  ;1 
the  bullets  were  distinctly  heard  by  all,  and 
slightly  felt  by  two  or  three  of  the  men.  Some 
of  the  Indians  found  in  the  to  wn  wore  painted; ! 
all  1 saw  evinced  a disposition  to  fight  or  es-J 
cape.  We  killed  21  warriors,  and  burnt  the.

•'number  of  new  British  muskets,  carbines,  t.c 
Mere  destroyed — in  nearly  all  the  houses  tli  re 
were  explosions  of  gun-powder.  The  Indian 
we  found  herding  cattle  informed  us,  that  Tin- 
patina  resided  there,  and  was  then  in  the  town; 
I ain  not  certain  whether  he  was  slain  or  not. 
In  possession  of  the  last  Indian  killed,  who 
was  painted  red,  v :y>  found  two  letters,  one 
from  col  Milton,  the  other  from  major  Min- 
ton. both  addressed  to  general  I lames,  the 
seals  of  which  were  broken.

The  F.xecutive  having  received  information, 
through  sources  which  cannot  be  doubted,  that 
the  wanton  and  cruel  murders  so  frequently 
committed  on  the  frontier  inhabitants  of  this 
state,  and  which  are  almost  daily  practised  by 
the  savages,  ascertained  to  be  the  P heir  m met 
and  Il'.ponnecs,  inhabitants  of  two  small  villages 
of  their  names,  on  or  near  Flint  River,  who 
have  during  the  late  hostilities  endeavoured 
to  conceal  their  blood-thirsty  and  hostile  dis- 
position under  a cloak  of  friendship — \ nd  the 
combined  regular  and  militia  force  under  Ma- 
jor General  Jackson  being  too  far  advanced 
into  the  heart  of  the  Creek  Nation  to  admit  of 
any  speedy  operations  against  them  from  that 
quarter;  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  state 
deems  it  expedient  for  the  safetv  of  the  fron- 
tier inhabitants,  and  to  prevent  further  dep- 
redations by  them,  that  a sufficient  military 
force  should  be  inarched  immediately  against 
those  towns,  to  effect  their  complete  destruc- 
tion ; and  for  the  speedy  accomplishment  of 
which,  capt.  Obcd  Wright,  commanding  ns 
senior  officer  of  the  militia  stationed  on  the 
frontier,  will  order  captains  Dean  and  Chiles, 
who  are  stationed  at  different  noints  on  the 
Ocmulgee,  to  proceed  immediately  with  their 
respective  commands  to  Hartford,  or  such  o- 
thcr  place  as  he  shall  deem  expedient,  be-j 
tween  that  place  and  Fort  Earle,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a small  guard  placed  under  the  com- 
mand of  a subaltern  or  non-commissioned  offi- 
cer, to  defend  the  posts  they  now  occupy  ; he 
is  also  authorised  to  receive  such  companies  as 
may  voluntarily  join  him.  Captain  Timothy 
!..  Rogers,  commanding  a volunteer  troop  of 
Bight  Dragoons  in  Jones,  and  cant  John  Per- 
menter.  commanding  a volunteer  company  of 
riflemen  in  Twiggs  countv  will  join  captain 
Wright  at  Hartford,  ‘to  soon  as  the  respect 
ive  companies  shall  have  arrived  at  that  place, 
c.apt.  Wright  will  proceed  with  the  whole  to 
Fort  Early,  where  he  is  authorised  to  call  on 


road  to  Calabozo  ; only  SO.  men  escaped 
bv  the  fleet  ness  of  their  horses,  end  there 
took  refuge.  At  the  same  instant  orders 
were  given  to  charge  the  enemy  with  the 
bayonet.  One  half  of  the  Royal  infantry 
perished.  All  the  grenadiers  and  light 
infantry  of  the  royal  force  remained  on 
tlie  field  of  battle.  The  regiment  of 
Castile,  which  composed  Morillo’s  left 
wing,  made  but  on<-  movement — that 
was,  a panic  flight  without  firing  a single 
cartridge  ; they  secured  their  escape  on- 
ly by  being  nearest  to  the  entrenched 
works  of  Calabozo.  But  those  works  are 
not  competent  to  hold  out  a siege,  al- 
ready commenced.” 

After  stating  that  the. Patriots  had  suc- 
cessfully set-prized  Morillo,  in  this  ac- 
tion, that  they  had  marched  300  leagues 
to  accomplish  it,  the  bulletin  goes  on  to 
ay,  that  “ the  rest  of  the  Royal  army  is 
:ut  off  from  their  head-quarters,  and  our 
troops  are  in  pursuit  of  them  in  all  di- 
rections. .Tims  lias  been  decided  the 
fate  of  the  republic,  without  even  the  for- 
malities of  a regular  action.  The  impe- 
tuous charges  of  our  cavalry  have  ac- 
complished every  t-dug,  and  they  alone 
fought  at  Calabozo;  Tor  excepting  the 
small  battalidn  of  Barcelona,  no  other 
part  of  our  infantry  came  into  action.” 
flic  Patriots  lost  only  20  men  killed  and 
wounded. 

The  bulletin  of  the  17th  Feb.  says  : 

“General  Morillo  being  pent  up  in 
Cuiaboso  after  his  defeat  on  the  12th,  the 
dispositions  of  the  lioe-ating  army  were 
made  to  form  a iim^.of  eirco  m-allation, 
so  as  to  cut  off  :rinkgrcss  or  egress  from 
the  place,  on  v.mm  sides ; and  the  head- 
quarters of  ouyNmiy  were  established  at 
the  village  of  Rastro.  On  the  14-th,  at 
12  at  night,  the  enemy  made  a silent 
march,  and  effected  their  escape  through 
a natural  defile,  leaving  their  whole  ar- 
tilbry,  and  a considerable  quantity  of 
muskets,  ammunition,  their  hospital  and 
various  stores.  Morillo  in  his  flight  took 
the  most  difficult  mountain  track,  per- 
haps never  before  trodden,  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Sombrero  ; in  the  morning  one  of 
>nr  out-posts  discovered  their  line  of 


capt.  Bothwcll,  or  the  commanding  officer  of;  march,  and  the  army  was  instantly  put 


that  station,  for  the  whole  of  his  command, 
except  so  many  as  are  actually  necessary  for 
its  immediate  protection.  The  utmost  pre- 
caution will  be  necessary  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  important  object,  and  to  effect 
which,  it  will  be  necessary  that  a profound  se- 
crecy he  observed,  and  that  the  exp-dit-on  be 
prosecuted  with  the  greatest  possible  disnatch, 
in  order  to  take  the  Indians  bv  surprize:  as 
this  is  the  only  probable  means  of  obtaining 
an  effectual  and  decisive  victory  over  an  ene- 
my who  will  not  come  into  contact  on  equal 
terms.

THE  WAR  IN  VENEZUELA. 

Admiral  Brion,  under  the  date  of  April 
12,  from  St.  Bartholomews,  communi- 
cates officially,  to  Don  Clementi,  that  he 
arrived  there  from  the  Oronoco,  with  a 
squadron  of  the  republic ; that  great  suc- 
cess had  crowded  their  arms ; tuat  Mo- 
viilo  had  arrived  at  Porto  Cavello,  wound- 
ed, having  left  tbe  wreck  of  his  army  at 
Valencia.  He  was  just  going  to  hoist  a 
flag  on  board  a-  36  gun  ship,  front  Lon- 
doh,  and  sail  directly  for  Laguira,  where 
he  expected  the  victorious  Bolivar  would 
be  ready  to  receive  him. 

Admiral  Brion  also  communicates  a- 
report  from.  Commandant  Diaz,  giving 
information  of  the  surrender  of  St.  Fer-j 
nando  on  the  Oronoco,  to  the  naval  and! 
military  forces  of  the  republic,  on  the  6th 
■of  Feb.  1818,  with  oniv  a tri fling  loss  : 7 
gun-boats,  3 floe  he  res,  5 slooos,  70  rnv- 
boats,  many  muskets  and  military  stores,  ‘ 
fell  into  the  hands  of  the  patriots — 500  of 
the  garrison  who  abandoned  the  fort  in  j 


in  motion  in  foQr  divisions.  On  the  1 5th, 
at  4 in  the  afternoon,  a squadron  of  tae 
cavalry  of  out-  vanguard  overtook  a co- 
lumn of  tlie  enemy  as  they  defiled  on  the 
plain  of  I.a  Juriosa ; a small  squadron 
of  the  enemy’s  cavalry,  which  covered 
the  Spanish  column,  attempted  to  arrest 
the  movement,  but  without  effect ; their 
cavalry  were  charged  with  impetuosity, 
and  overthrown  in  an  instant,  and  the  in- 
fantry compelled  to  halt  in  order  of  bat- 
tle ; our  advanced  guard  finding  the  co- 
lumn too  powerful  for  the  attack  by  a 
small  corps,  resorted  to  the  stratagem  of 
^skirmishing  on  its  flanks  and  rear,  so  as 
to  delay  its  march  till  our  main  force 
should  arrive  ; but  night  coming  on  be- 
fore our  infantry  could  come  up,  the  ene- 
my’s column  had  an  opportunity  to  resort 
to  the  forests  and  the  mountains,  and  thus 
escaped  during  the  night. 

“ The  result  of  this  encounter  between 
our  vanguard  and  the  enemy’s  column, 
was  their  loss  of  a great  nu  mber  killed  and 
wounded,  principally  European  troops, 
and  many  others  have  fallen  into  our 
hands  as  prisoners.  Our  troops  being 
better  acquainted  with  the  country,  it 
was  determined  to  intercept  them  by  a 
short  route. — The  pursuit  was  however 
continued  the  whole  of  the  night  of  the 
15th,  and  on  the  16th  they  were  again 
overtaken  at  the  pass  of  the  Guarico,  near 
Sombrero ; where  our  hussars  of  the  van- 
guard  again  compelled  the  enemy  to  halt 
and  form.  The  position  which  they  se- 
lected was  very  judicious  and  formidable, 
traversing  the  only  road  which  was  strait, 
and  (linked  on  each  side  by  positions  cal- 
culated to  favor  ambuscades  ; the  river 
and  a perpendicular  ravine  were  in  their 
the  night.,  were  overtaken  the  next  day  front;  so  that  at  first  there  did  not  ap- 


by  general  Paez,  in  the  woods  of  Vcran-, 
ca,  about  nine  miles  from  St.  Fernando, 
dispersed,  and  scarcely  200  escaped ; 
many  ot  them  since  joined  the  Patriots  : 
these  successes  clear  the  plains  of  the 
enemy,  and  secure  a free  intercourse  with 
the  interior  provinces. 

The  transportation  of  the  army  on  its 


route  to  attack  Morillo,  is  thus  given  in  si 
bulletin,  dated  12th  Feb.  1818,  at  head- j 
quarters,  bef.rc  Calabozo : 

“ The  army  of  Guiana,  commanded  by! 
the  supreme  chief,  commenced  its  march  | 
from  the  city  of  Angostura  to  the  Apure, 
on  the  21st  December,  1817,  part  bv 
wate>-  in  the  flotilla,  and  part  on  the  left; 
margin  of  the  Oronoco,  till  they  reached ! 
tlie  mouth  of  the  Pao,  where  they 
joined  by  the  division  of  general  Mona- 1 
gas;  passing  to  the  right  bank  of  the  j 
Apure,  the  army  was  joined  in  Cajcara,! 
by  the  division  of  cavalry  of  general  Si-  j 
rcnico.  and  after  which  they  repassed  to 
the  left  bank  of  the  Apure,  a few  miles’ 
above  its  mouth  ; and  the  division  of  ge- 
neral Paez  joined  the  army  at  St.  Juan  dc 
Payara,  on  tne  31st  January,  where  the 
whole  army  was  organized,  and  on  the 
6th  February  the  whole  army  recrossed 
the  Apure  near  St.  Fernando  ; and  in  six 
days,  that  ts  on  the  12th,  at  7 o’clock  in 
the  morning,  the  city  of  Calabozo,  then 
the  head-quarters  of.  the  Royal  army  of 
the  republic.,  The  army  of  the  republic 
was  formed  in  two  lines  ; the  main  body 
of  its  cavalry  on  tbe  left. 

“ I he  following  were  the  dispositions 
of  the  enemy: — The  right"  composed  of 
the  regiment  of  hussars  of  Ferdinand  VII. 
tlie  iegmicnts  of  infantry  of  the  Union 
and  g:  X v.  arre : their  left  was  composed 
of  the  regiment  of  Castile  (infantry)  and 
some  irregular  levies.  The  enemy’s  hus- 
sars attempted  to  turn  our  left  flank  : 
They  were  separated  from  their  line. 
Our  battalion  of  infantry  of  Barcelona, 
was  directed  to  occupy  the  attention  of 
those  cavalry,  while  our  cavalry  wheeling 
upon  its  left  in  entire  squadron  took  them 
in  the  rear  ; the  royal  cavalry  perceiving 
the  peri!  i.i  which  they  had  been  placed 
by  this  manoeuvre,  instead  of  remaining 
a*  share  i.i  the  battle,  took  to  flight  on  fin

ADMIRAL  BRION. 

Extract  of  a letter  from  a gentleman  in  St.  Far-

It  is 
this  day  reported  that  a Spanish  frigate 
and  two  brigs  h ave  arrived  at  Martinico 
in  pursuit  of  Brion.” 

Not?.. — Five  Islands  is  a small  island,  with  a 
gooff  harbor,  7 miles  from  St.  Barts.  The  Eme- 
rald sloop  of  war  is  one  of  the  four  ships  from 
England  with  military  stores  for  t la-  Patriots  : 
she  was  formerly  in  the  French  service,  is  a re- 
markably fine  ship,  and  supposed  to  be  equal 
to  the  Spanish  frigate  which  is  6aid  to  be  in 
pursuit  of  Brion. 


pear  any  point  by  which  they  could  be 
approached  with  a sufficient  front  to 
make  an  irirpression  ; after  a short  re  on- 
noitring,  the  plan  of  attack  was  deter- 
mined ; our  infantry  was  formed  into  co-  j 
lumns,  and  in  spite  of  all  the  difficulties!

The  first  column 
would  have  forced  the  defile-  in  the  first 
instance,  without  the  aid  of  the  two  co- 
lumns reserved,  had  there  not  been  some 
lelay  of  the  arrival  of  the  cavalry  at  tbe 
moment  appointed,  where  they  were  di- 
rected to  act  on  the  enemy’s  rear;  the 
ding  column  was  therefore  obliged  to 
wait  some  time  for  their  arrival ; but  the 
enemy,  impressed  by  the  coolnes.  and 
order  of  the  leading  column,  found  it  ne- 
cessary to  retire ; which  lie  did  precipi- 
tately, leaving  150  prisoners,  and  the 
ground  covered  with  his  dead  and  wound- 
ed ; and  continued  his  retreat  by  the  route 
of  Barbacoas,  where  he  arrived  the  same 
night,  and  at  this  moment  he  is  in  rapid 
inarch  by  Comatagua. — Such  has  been 
the  precipitancy  of  his  retreat,  that  his 
troops  have  no  time  for  rest,  and  the  Eu- 
ropean Spanish  soldiers,  unable  to  sustain 
the  fatigues,  are  found  on  the  whole  line 
of  his  route,  exhausted  , and  unable  to 
march,  surrendering  themselves  our  pri- 
soners. 

“ The-  less  of  tlie  enemy  since  his  re- 
treat from  Calabozo,  exceeds  800  Spa- 
niards, killed,  wounded  and  prisoners : 
the  royal  army  has  in  fact  disappeared,

Our  friends  have  favored  us  with  several  let- 
ters. received  in  this  vicinity,  from  gentle- 
men attached  to  the  Congress  frigate.  We 
give  them  in  the  same  succession  as  they 
were  received.

“ No  writers  timt  I have  read,  have 
conveyed  to  us  any  thing  like  a correct 
idea  of  the  part  of  the  country  on  the 
Brazillian  coast.  In  approaching  close- 
ly to  the  mouth  of  the  harbor  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  (within  which,  at  the  distance  of 
only  3 or  4 miles,  is  found  a city  more 
populous  than  Philadelphia)  not  a habi- 
tation is  to  be  seen ; and  the  country  pre- 
sents as  wild  and  uncultivated  an  appear- 
ance as  it  did  on  the  day  of  its  discovery. 
Mountains,  terminating  in  cones  that  in- 
tercept the  course  of  the  clouds,  strike 
the  eye  in  every  direction,  presenting 
views  more  grand  and  picturesque  than 
can  well  be  imagined.  AVc  enter  through 
a narrow  strait  of  only  one  mile  wide,  in- 
to a spacious  harbor,  on  the  west  side  of 
which,  is  situated  in  two  narrow  valleys, 
and  skirting  .majestic  hills,  stands  the 
modern  capittfl  of  Brazil.  The  churc  t- 
es,  convents,  and  other  buildings,  all  sud- 
denly bursting  upon  the  view,  amid  -.he 
rude  surrounding  scenery,  appear  iike 
enchantment.  The  shortness  of  our  stay, 
the  heat  of  the  climate,  and  my  attention 
to  other  objects,  prevented  me  from  at- 
tending particularly  to  this,  city — but  I 
suspect  that  it  will  rank  in  riches  and  e- 
ven  in  splendor  with  many  in  Europe. — . 
The  streets  generally  possess  the  com- 
mon fault  of  being  too  narrow,  but  they 
are.  paved  with  stone;  the  houses  ara 
built  of  the  same  materials,  and  are  rare- 
ly less  than  two  stories  in  height.  Thera 
are  some  spacious  squares,  and  the  pub- 
lic buildings  appear  to  great  advantage. 

“ The  mountains,  their  composition 
and  productions,  were  objects  ot  far  great- 
er interest  to  me,  than  the  city  with  all 
its  wealth,  its  splendor,  or  its  royal'y.— 
But  even  these  mountains  I had  not  a suf- 
ficient opportunity  of  attending  to  with 
success ; they  are  rudely  heaped  togeth- 
er in  such  a manner  as  to  leave  but  nar- 
row ravines  between  them.  These  ra- 
vines, winding  in  various  directions,  T- 
ten  containing  delightful  brooks  of  va- 
ter,  and  studded  with  neat  habitatiems, 
gardens,  orchards,  and  grass  piats.  have 
a most  singular  and  delightful  appear- 
ance. Tlie  internal  composition  of  theso 
romantic  mountains  is  primitive  granite. 
The  detached  masses  of  rock  scattered 
around  their  bases  and  elsewhere,  have  a 
gneiss-like  appearance,  with  numerous 
veins  of  impure  micaceous  feld-s/tar.  Ic 
is  remarkable  that  many  of  these  elevat- 
ed masses  of  rock  contain  on  their  sur- 
faces little  or  no  vegetable  mould,  or  a- 
ny  thing  that  we  should  denominate  soil, 
and  yet  are  richly  adorned  with  plants  to 
their  very  summits.  In  some  places  a 
partial,  and  in  others  a total  decomposi- 
tion of  the  rock  has  taken  place,  afford- 
ing sufficient  nourishment  for  a luxuri- 
ant vegetation.  The  “ Sugar  Loaf,”  a 
conical  mountain  of  200  feet  in  height, 
and  almost  perpendicular,  stands  on  the 
south  side  of  the  mouth  of  the  harbor  of 
Rio.  The  summer  is  clothed  with  ever- 
green frutcscent  plants,  and  even  its 
steep  and  inaccessible  sides  are  orna- 
mented with  a species  of  Bro  melia  (pine 
apple)  and  other  plants.  Similarly  situ- 
ated on  the  soil-less  rock , near  the  base 
of  another  mountain,  up  which  I scram- 
bled at  tlie  risk  of  breaking  my  neck,  I 
found  a beautiful  species  of  frutescent 
Cleome,  along  with  several  species  of 
Melastoma , Sec.  Sc c.  But  the  most  ex- 
tensive. and  interesting  excursion  I had, 
was  to  a mountain  about  three  miles 
distant  from  the  city  in  a southeasterly 
direction.  This  mountain  is  said  to  he 
upwards  of  2000  feet  high,  and  is  called, 
from  the  peculiar  form  of  its  summit, 
as  presented  to  mariners  in  approaching 
the  coast,  the  “ Parrot’s  Head.”  I as- 
cended this  mountain  by  a circuitous 
path  about  700  feet.  From  this  place,  a 
road  lias  been  cut  round  to  its  southern 
idc,  betvv  ecn  which,  and  another  moun- 
tain, or  rather  deep  excavation  in  the 
same  mountain,  rushes  down,  in  a natu- 
ral channel  of  granite, ‘the  stream  of  pure 
and  excellent  water  which  supplies  the 
capital.  Here  the  famous  Aqueduct 
commences,  which  I traced  through  all 
its  winding  into  the  city.  It  is  construct- 
ed of  granite.  Taking  into  view  the  dis- 
tance. and  its  winding  along  the  sides  of 


the  rocky  mountains,  which  in  some  pla 
ces  are  perpendicular,  it  is  a stupendous, 
work ; but  it  fails  at  last  to  answer  the 
great  object  for  which  it  was  intended, 
being  only  partially  distributed  in  foun- 
tains through  the  city.  It  was  complet- 
ed in  the  year  1748,  as  appeared  by  an 
inscription  on  a pillar  of  granite  placed 
at  its  source. 

_ “ But  it  is  time  to  bid  adieu  to  the  ca- 
pital of  Brazil,  and  to  the  mountains  that 
surround  it.  I mentioned  in  a former 
letter  that  I had  no  political  news  worth 
detailing — nor  did  I see  much  to  attach 
me  to  the  climate,  the  government,  or 
the  people  of  that  extraordinary  country. 

“The  event  of  proclaiming  a king,  the 
first  who  was  ever  proclaimed  on  the  A- 
merican  shores,  I was  a witness  to.  The 
sight  of  his  majesty  thus  exalted,  with 
the  royal  family  of  Braganza,  all  glitter- 
ing in  gold,  and  sparkling  with  diamonds, 
while  it  excited  the  reverence  of  the 
gaping  multitude,  had  a very  differen- 
e fleet  upon  me.  Were  I to  hazard  a con- 
jecture, from  the  little  it  has  been  in  my 
power  to  learn  since  I have  reached  this 
southern  department  of  the  great  Amer- 
ican continent,  it  would  be,  that  the  throne 
of  this  newly  erected  monarch  stands  on 
a tottering  foundation. 

“ We  sailed  from  Rio  Janeiro  bn  the 
9th  ultimo,  and  after  a delightful  run  of 
10  days  entered  the  Rio  de  la  Plata.  On 
the  20th  we  anchored  off  the  small  isl- 
and of  Hores,  which  gave  me  an  oppor- 
tunity to  explore  it,  while  the  commis- 
sioners and  officers  of  the  Congress  fri- 
gate amused  themselves  with  murdering 
seals,  the  only  inhabitants  found  here.— 
The  next  day  we  anchored  off  Montevi- 
deo, which  is  pleasantly  situated  on  an 
elevated  peninsula,  formed  by  two  bays, 
on  the  north  side  of  the  river,  about  120 
miles  from  its  mouth,  and  the  same  dis- 
tance from  Buenos  Ayres. 

“ After  remaining  five  days  at  Monte- 
video, and  considering  it  unsafe  on  ac- 
count of  the  navigation  to  ascend  the  ri- 
ver with  the  Congress,  the  commission- 
ers, captain  Sinclair,  kc.  came  up  in  a 
Buenos  Ayrean  brig,  and  safely  reached 
the  most  distant  port  of  our  destination 
on  the  28th  ultimo.  I am  not  yet  of! 
course  prepared  to  say  much  about  this 
city  or  this  country  ; but  I will  say, that 
I already  feel  myself  more  at  home  than 
I did  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.  I do  feel  my- 
self among  a people  more  like  ourselves- 
At  Rio,  I could  take  no  interest  in  any 
thing  but  the  peaceable  productions  of 
nature — here  the  people  interest  me,  and 
I have  voluntarily  caught  alittle  of  their 
enthusiasm.  Different  and  strange  as 
they  are  in  their  language  and  habits  from 
our  countrymen — compared  with  those 
of  the  above  named  royal  city,  there  is  a 
vast  difference.  Something  like  the  air 
of  sacred  f reedom  is  really  to  be  felt  here. 
The  sullen  gloom  of  despotism  has  at 
least  been  banished  from  the  counte- 
nance of  these  people ; and  I do  hope, 
and  more  firmly  believe  than  I ever  did, 
that  they  will  ultimately  succeed  in  es- 
tablishing their  independence  upon  a re- 
publican basis.  Notwithstanding  their 
inferiority  to  us,  I think  I can  safely  say 
that  there  is  as  much  difference  between 
the  political  state  of  those  born  in  this 
country  and  in  Old  Spain,  as  theoe  was 
between  the  English  and  Anglo-Ameri- 
cans at  the  commencement  of  the  revo- 
lution. They  know  more  of  us  and  our 
institutions  than  I had  imagined— they 
read,  think  and  observe,  and  hence  we 
are  received  by  them  as  brethren — but 
they  have  doubtless  much  yet  to  learn, 
and  I fear  much  to  suffer,  before  they 
arrive  at  the  enjoyment  of  that  state  of 
tranquillity  and  security  which  we  so  for- 
tunately possess.  That  they  have  great- 
ly improved  within  the  last  10  or  i s years 
no  one  can  deny,  and  this  affords  the 
best  evidence  that  they  will  continue  to 
improve,  until  they  reach  that  summit 
of  political  perfection,  which  I cannot 
but  flatter  myself,  the  whole  American 
continent  is  destined  to  obtain.  How  de- 
sirable is  such  an  event  in  the  present 
state  of  the  old  world  ! — It  would  be 
pleasing  to  pursue  this  subject  farther, 
and  to  advance  reasons  for  the  opinions 
stated  above,  (which  to  some,  I suppose, 
would  appear  extravagant,)  but  I have 
not  leisure.’*

joints  of  a shark’s  back  bone — his  gills 
were  about  twelve  feet  from  the  end  of 
his  head,  and  his  whole  appearance  was 
most  terrific. 

Ilis  manner  of  throwing  himself  into  a 
coil,  appeared  to  be  done  by  contracting 
his  body  in  a number  of  places  in  a per- 
pendicular direction,  and  placing  his' tail 
so  as  to  throw  himself  forward  with 
great  force — he  could  contract  and  throw ! 
himself  in  any  direction,  with  apparently  | 
the  greatest  ease  and  most  astonishing 
celerity.

. AFFIDAVIT. 

I,  Joseph  Woodward,  master  of  the 
schr.  Adamant,  of  Hingham,  on  my  pas- 
sage from  Penobscot  to  Hingham,  on 
Saturday  last,  at  2 o’clock,  P.  M.  Agc- 
monticus  bearing  W.  N.  W.  ten  leagues 
distance,  discovered  something  on  the 
surface  of  the  water,  apparently  about' 
the  size  of  a ship’s  long  boat.  Suppos- 
ing it  to  be  the  wreck  of  somo  vessel,  I 
made  towards  it ; and  on  my  approaching 
it,  to  my  surprise  and  that  of  my  crew, 
discovered  it  to  be  a monstrous  Sea  Ser- 
pent— as  we  approached  him,  he  threw 
himself  into  a coil*  and  darted  himself 
forward  with  amazing  velocity — the  wind 
being  ahead,  it  became  necessary  to  stand 
on  the  other  tack,  and  as  we  approached 
him  again,  he  threw  himself  into  a coil 
as  before,  and  came  across  our  bows  at 
not  more  than  sixty  leet  distance. 

Having  a gun  charged  with  a ball  and 
sliot,  I discharged  the  contents  of  it  at 
his  head.  The  ball  and  shot  were  dis- 
tinctly heard  to  strike  and  rebound  as 
though  fired  against  a rock — he,  howcv  - 
er,  shook  his  head  and  tail  most  terribly 

lie  again  threw  himself  into  a coil,  and 
came  towards  us  with  his  mouth  wide  o- 
pen.  In  the  mean  time  I had  charged

Republicanism  in  France. — A private* 1 
communication  from  Paris,  dated  the  2d 
itist.  and  from  a quarter  which  we  have 
found  to  he  generally  correct,  says — 
“ There  has  been  formed  at  Paris  a po- 
litical club,  under  the  presidency  of  old 
General  La  Fayette.  The  number  of  its 
members  at  present  amounts  to  S 6.  It 
is  not  a loose  association,  like  that  of  the 
litiereaux,  Messrs.  Laffite,  Perrier,  or 
Devilliers,  but  a club  eminently  politi- 
cal, where  the  highest  questions  of  state 
are  discussed. 

“ Among  the  principal  members  are' 
mentioned  Messrs  Lanjuinais  and  the 
Due  de  Broglie,  peers  of  France,  the 
deputies  D’Argenson,  Bhauvelin,  Du- 
pont D’Eure,  and  Bignon,  the  men  of 
letters,  Benjamin  Constant,  Jay,  Rojous 
and  Aignau. 

“ In  one  of  the  last  meetings  of  this 
club,  the  members  discussed  the  advan- 
tages of  a republican  government,  like; 
that  of  the  United  States,  and  it  was  u-! 
nanimously  agreed  that  it  was  the  best 
possible  government,  far  superior  to  the! 
highly  boasted  government  of  Great 
Britain.  J mention  it  with  regret , but  I 
am  forced  to  confess,  that  the  republican 
party  makes  considerable  progress  in 
France,  and  especially  at  Paris." 

EARTHQUAKE  IN  SICILY. 

From  the  Cork  Reporter  of  April  14. 

An  extract  of  a letter  from  a gentle- 
man at  Mascali,  near  Mount  -Etna,  da- 
ted February  22,  1818,  says — “You  will 
no  doubt  be  anxious  to  hear  from  me  on 
this  distressing  occasion.  This  place 
and  Giarre  have  not  sustained  the  least' 
injury,  but  all  around  us  is  one  scene  of 
distress.  We  here  understood  that  No- 
la  and  Syracuse  have  sustained  consider-.! 
able  damage  in  lives  and  buildings ; as  far; 
as  Catania,  most  of  the  bouses  are  more 
or  less  damaged,  but  no  lives  lost ; the! 
Elephant  Hotel  is  partly  destroyed.  Aci| 
Catena  is  one  third  destroyed,  and  a] 
number  of  lives  lost. — St.  Antonio,  lives: 
lost  and. a great  part  of  the  town  destroy-' 
ed.  Nicolosi,  Lapidera,  Trecastaguej 
and  Viagranda,  partially  damaged— Pas' 
dc  Porno,  and  all  that  part  considerably 
damaged  in  stcres  and  houses ; Saffarana,' 
part  of  the  church  fell  in,  and  killed  cve-j 
ryj  person  in  it,  say  about  sixty  persons,! 
and  the  three  priests  attending  the  ser-| 
vice.  Saffarana  is  about  four  miles  from; 
this.  From  thence  to  St.  Alpoiz  one 
scene  of  desolation,  and  from  thence  to 
Piedmont  and  Randazzo.  It  is  further 
stated  that  Luctini,  Bronte,  and  all  that 
part  are  considerable  sufferers.  In  fact, 
we  know  not  yet  the  .extent  of  the  inju- 
ry done  ; but  what  we  know  is  more  ex- 
tensive than  the  earthquake  that  destroy- 
ed Messina. — The  devastation  is  gene- 
ral, and,  I fear,  not  yet  finished. — I look 
upon  this  to  be  the  forerunner  of  an  e- 
ruption. — The  first  shock  was  on  Fri- 
day, at  half  past  7 p.  m.  most  violent ; its 
motion  was  perpendicular  ; at  midnight 
a second  ; about  five  in  the  morning  a 
third.  This  morning,  about  four,  ano- 
ther ; and  at  half  past  five  a second  ; an,! 
at  noon  a third ; but  slight. — For  these 
two  nights  here  and  at  Giarre,  the  popu- 
lation have  remained  in  the  streets,  with 
temporary  sheds,  and  casks  with  the  heads 
out.  Giarre  is  like  an  Indian  town.

I his  article  is  all  powder,  and  no  shot. 
It  has  flashed  only  to  demonstrate  the  un- 
skilfulness  of  the  marksman.

produce  a recoil  on  himself. 

In  reference  to  the  imputed  “ stupid- 
ity" of  the  Reporter  and  Gazette,  and 
the  profane  expression  in  the  above  chaste 
and  classical  paragraph,  we  have  only  to 
remark,  that  this  sort  of  language  is  dis- 
graceful only  to  the  person  who  uses  it, 
and  is  a poor  substitute  for  argument  and 
truth.
